Clients there have been focusing on Pregnancy Education, 
Parenting skills and Education. We are also working with 
Steven’s County Human Services to help with parenting and 
life skills. We have also been meeting clients in Hancock, MN 
who do not have transportation once a week._ 


We have had an excellent response to our car seat program. 
We have provided safety training, instruction and installation 
of car seats to our clients, as well as re-checks after baby is 
born. We have provided more instruction as necessary.
